From  the  reserve  they  went  to  Cape  Town  where  they  saw  many 
sights,  visited  many  sustainable  projects  and  climbed  Table 
Mountain.  What  a  view  -  and  a  wonderful  way  to  end  a  fantastic

The  Mathematics  Department  aims  to  have  students  discover  a  variety  of  problem¬ 
solving  strategies  that  will  allow  those  with  different  strengths  and  ability  levels  to  attack 
unfamiliar  problems  with  confidence.  Problem  forms  include  both  theoretical  and  practical 
and,  hopefully,  we  create  an  environment  in  which  students  work  together  to  experience 
several  methods  of  problem  solution,  and  thereby  develop  a  variety  of  problem-solving 
strategies.  Creative  problem  solving  emphasizes  reasoning  skills,  requires  use  of  con¬ 
cepts  from  previous  years  of  mathematics  study  or  general  experience,  or  involves  several 
steps  that  will  always  be  a  useful  tool  for  students,  whether  in  a  classroom  or  not.  We  hope 
that  students  will  increase  their  confidence  with  mathematics,  discover  a  hidden  talent  for 
mathematics,  develop  an  ability  to  persevere  through  a  problem  and  experience  the  inge¬ 
nuity  that  is  involved  in  problem  solving.  They  will  grow  through  their  collaborative  work  and 
be  able  to  bring  their  independent  efforts  to  the  whole.  Through  student  effort  and  teacher 
guidance,  students  increase  their  overall  competence  with  mathematics.  Teachers  also 
continue  to  add  new  strategies  and  techniques  to  their  repertoires. 


The  Shaw  Centre  was  the  focus  of  many  interesting  events  this  year.  Whether  launch¬ 
ing  rockets,  detonating  explosives  or  looking  at  the  stars,  there  were  plenty  of  activi¬ 
ties  and  experiments  to  ignite  everyone’s  curiosity.  Some  of  the  highlights  included  the 
Physics  trip  to  California  sponsored  by  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Lane.  This  trip  really  helped  to 
demonstrate  the  relevance  of  some  of  the  more  abstract  and  modern  topics  in  phys¬ 
ics.  We  also  participated  in  some  science  outreach  by  acting  as  student  judges  for  the 
local  First  Lego  League  competition.  Under  the  leadership  of  Mr.  Noble,  the  science 
department  serves  as  a  hub  for  the  school’s  environmental  programs.  Students  ben¬ 
efit  from  long  standing  programs  such  as  the  fish  hatchery,  as  well  as  new  programs 
such  as  the  community  garden.

The  Physical  Education  Department  introduces  grade  8  and  9  students  to  the 
many  different  athletic  opportunities  that  are  available  at  Shawnigan  throughout  the 
school  year.  We  try  to  organize  these  units  of  activity  around  the  three  competitive 
seasons  of  play.  The  focus  here  is  on  skill  development,  an  understanding  of  the  rules 
and  concepts  of  the  game  and,  most  importantly,  fun.  It  is  our  hope  that  the  extra  time 
spent  in  class  will  allow  students  to  be  more  successful  with  their  various  extra-curricu 
lar  sports. 

Also  this  year,  we  are  putting  a  major  emphasis  on  improving  the  student  body’ 
physical  conditioning.  In  order  to  achieve  this  goal  the  junior  grades  will  have  a  large 
fitness  component  to  their  program.  At  the  senior  level  this  goal  will  be  achieved  with 
the  grade  10  elective,  Sport  Science,  and  the  grade  11  and  12  elective,  Human  Perfor 
mance.  The  students  in  both  of  these  programs  work  on  sport-specific  preparation. 


The  Planning  and  Business  departments  are  all  about  preparing  Shawnigan 
students  for  the  rest  of  their  lives.  Planning  10  explores  questions  such  as:  Where 
are  you  going  to  university?  What  are  you  going  to  study?  How  do  you  prepare,  and 
live  within,  a  budget?

The  ultimate  question  is:  When  do  you  want  to  start  tak¬ 
ing  responsibility  for  your  own  life  and  future?  There’s  no  time  like  the  present.  Univer¬ 
sity  choices  and  applications  are  just  around  the  corner. 

Entrepeneurship  12  students  operate  and  manage  the  Stag  Cafe  while  learn¬ 
ing  the  basics  of  running  a  business.  They  undertake  a  step-by-step  journey  through 
running  a  successful  enterprise.  It  is  an  experience  of  the  real  world,  and  one  that  is 
appreciated  by  the  hungry  schoolmates  they  feed!

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Talent,  innovation,  patience  and  hard  work  are  integral  to  the 
creative  process  behind  Animation.  Students  use  stop  motion 
animation  to  create  films,  alone  or  as  part  of  a  team.  Only  the 
imagination  limits  the  materials  they  use:  chalk,  plasticine, 
Lego,  sand,  cut-out  paper,  found  objects,  rocks  and  even  the 
students’  bodies.  After  editing  the  short  movies,  students  add 
a  sound  track.  The  whole  process  enhances  a  young  person’s 
imagination,  team-work  and  storytelling  abilities;  all  skills  that 
enrich  life  as  a  whole.

Zero  Mile  Food  is  a  new  fine  art  at  Shawnigan. 

The  emphasis  of  the  program  is  on  creating  our 
own  food  through  grass  roots  projects.  The  inau¬ 
gural  projects  include  a  chicken  coop  designed  by 
students  to  ethically  house  30  chickens,  a  smoke 
house  for  curing  meats  and  cheeses,  a  wood  fired 
pizza  oven,  an  underground  oven,  and  a  duck  pond 
designed  by  students  which  reclaims  unused  marsh 
land  through  the  process  of  small  scale  dyke  build¬ 
ing.  Our  goal  for  this  first  year  is  simple,  get  the 
projects  up  and  running  and  then  make  some  lunch. 


ZERO  MILE 


With  the  new  Renfrew  House  rising  on  the  site  of  our 
former  sewing  room,  we  set  up  shop  in  cozy  temporary 
quarters  in  the  lower  level  of  the  Theatre.  Everything  is 
certainly  close  at  hand!  It  is  a  bright,  cheerful  space.  We 
have  seen  beginners  grow  into  sewers  who  are  confident 
with  patterns,  a  needle  and  thread;  while  those  with  more 
experience  have  further  developed  their  skills.  The  group 
has  produced  pajama  shorts  and  pants  too  numerous  to 
count,  along  with  pillow  covers,  bags,  skirts,  costumes, 
sweaters,  shirts,  bathrobes,  and  a  huge  variety  of  dresses. 
The  music-filled  room  is  always  abuzz  with  the  relaxed 
conversations  of  busy  workers.  Because  of  our  cozy 
setting,  everyone  has  also  grown  in  attitudes  of  sharing, 
adaptability  and  lending  a  hand  to  others.  So,  even  though 
in  a  smaller  “pot”,  Sewing  has  blossomed  in  201 1-2012! 


Like  the  multiple  pockets  in  a  fishing  jacket,  there  are 
many  aspects  to  fly  tying.  Initially,  students  learn  about 
the  relationship  between  an  aquatic  insect’s  life  cycle 
and  a  fish’s  diet.  Then,  they  learn  how  to  imitate  nature 
by  creating  ties  out  of  feathers,  hair  and  other  strange 
and  interesting  materials.  Finally,  they  learn  to  master 
how  to  cast  a  ridiculously  small,  hairy  hook  not  only 
elegantly  but  with  efficient  manners,  a  valued  skill 
among  fellow  fishermen.  Students  also  get  to  experi¬ 
ence  the  emotional  as  well  as  the  tasty  rewards  of 
salmon  fishing. 

Successful  candidates  for  Fly  Tying  have  a  passion 
for  the  outdoors,  desire  to  contemplate  nature,  and  the 
capacity  to  put  a  cell  phone  away  for  several  hours. 


FLY  TYING 


Handmade  graphics  was  a  journey  into  the  unknown 
for  the  computer  graphics  students.  With  sketchbooks, 
pencils,  erasers  and  black  ink  in  hand  they  drew  their 
names  using  a  font  they  liked  and  then  illustrated  it  with 
doodles  and  symbols  to  suit  their  personalities.  Once 
they  were  happy  with  their  illustrations  they  scanned 
them  into  the  computer  and  further  refined  them  using 
the  skills  they  gained  in  the  first  half  of  the  class.

It’s  not  all  about  hard  focus¬ 
ing  when  the  students  are  working,  all  around  the 
room,  chatting  and  drawing  and  warm  support  can 
be  heard  and  felt  from  a  mile  away.  All  of  them  are 
a  happy  pile  of  people  all  challenging  themselves 
to  improve  their  illustration  skills.

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Musical  Theatre  helps  foster  sustained  focus,  coordi¬ 
nation,  and  teamwork,  as  well  as  just  being  the  most 
fun  you  can  have!  Within  a  very  short  time  frame, 
we  lead  our  cast  to  a  performance  that  they  can  be 
proud  of.  Audience  members  consistently  comment 
on  the  energy  and  delight  displayed  by  our  perform¬ 
ers.  Rehearsals  begin  in  September  with  choreog¬ 
raphy  and  vocals  and  by  the  time  the  set  appears 
in  February,  we  have  put  most  of  the  play  together. 
The  performances  are  held  in  the  local  Cowichan 
Theatre  before  audiences  that  number  over  500.  Be¬ 
ing  part  of  a  Broadway  musical  creates  a  lasting 
memory  of  our  students’  high  school  experience. 


POTTERY 


Who  doesn’t  love  getting  their  hands  on  clay?  It’s  soft, 
pliable  material  easily  awakens  a  sense  of  play,  bringing 
out  the  child  in  all  of  us.  However,  it  can  be  challenging  to 
create  an  object  that  is  both  visually  pleasing  and  structur¬ 
ally  sound.  As  the  year  progresses,  students  learn  basic  hand 
building  and  wheel  throwing  techniques,  and  as  their  skills 
increase,  so  does  the  complexity  of  their  creation. 

Regardless  of  whether  their  pieces  are  functional  or  purely 
sculptural,  quality  of  design  is  always  stressed.  It  is  impor¬ 
tant  that  growth  occur  not  only  during  the  construction  pro¬ 
cess,  but  also  in  the  finishing  stages  of  work.  A  wide  variety 
of  decorating  techniques  are  fully  explored. 

Finally,  students  have  an  opportunity  to  experiment  with 
several  firing  techniques,  ranging  from  traditional  wood 
fires  to  the  ancient  practice  of  Raku.  Each  method  provides 
students  with  an  opportunity  to  explore  and  grow. 


Many  of  the  sculpture  students  were  drawn  to  this 
activity  because  they  liked  the  soapstone  sculp¬ 
tures  that  were  displayed  at  the  sign  up  event.  They 
discovered  that  working  with  soapstone  isn’t  all 
that  easy  but  weeks  later,  dusty  and  tired  they  held  a 
beautiful  smooth  simple  form  that  they  had  carved, 
chipped,  filed  and  sanded  to  perfection.  Other  proj¬ 
ects  were  made  specifically  for  Christmas  as  the 
seniors  tried  their  hand  at  a  bit  of  glass  etching.  Em¬ 
bellished  mirrors,  mugs  and  other  glass  objects  were 
produced  using  the  sand  blasting  booth. 

After  making  a  “falling  figure”  using  plaster  over  a 
tin  foil  armature  the  junior  students  took  the  tech¬ 
nique  a  step  further  creating  a  sculpture  of  their 
choosing  using  the  material.  What  a  wonderful  range 
of  sculptures  were  made!  A  clay  portrait  project 
fashioned  from  a  photo  of  the  students’  profile  was  a 
great  way  to  leam  about  clay  techniques.  The  senior 
students  made  a  full  size  self  portrait  bust  using  a 
cast  clay  face  that  was  made  in  a  plaster  mask  mold 
of  their  own  face.  Here’s  lookin' at  you!  Where  else 
can  you  get  dirty,  laugh  a  bit,  and  change  rock,  paper 
or  mud  into  art?!!

The  successful  student  in  Studio  Art  is  one  who  consistently  has  a  curi¬ 
osity  in  the  properties  of  a  wide  variety  of  materials.  He  or  she  is  will¬ 
ing  to  work  independently  and  retain  a  sense  of  wonder  in  the  unknown 
possibilities  of  creating  (mostly)  two-dimensional  art  with  various  ma¬ 
terials  (for  example:  water  colour,  acrylic  or  oil  paints,  chalk,  charcoal 
or  pastels).  He  or  she  also  uses  an  imagination  of  abstract  and  realistic 
designs.  Successful  students  also  need  to  be  willing  to  get  their  hands 
‘messy/dirty’  in  an  effort  to  extend  themselves  beyond  their  comfort 
zones  of  creativity  in  an  effort  to  find  new  ways  of  expression.  Some 
students  work  on  one  piece  of  art  for  weeks  at  a  time  if  that  piece  needs 
it,  while  at  other  times,  a  sketchbook  or  slip  of  paper  is  used  to  jot  down 
a  rough  idea  for  future  projects.  Those  who  are  willing  to  accept  an 
unsuccessful  effort  to  create  something  and  change  course  in  the  project 
without  wasting  materials  that  have  already  been  used  are  often  the  most 
successful  artists  because  they  are  open  to  new  possibilities  as  offered 
by  the  creative  experience  or  the  properties  of  the  materials.  In  this  hive 
of  activity,  there  is  a  sense  of  calm  in  a  relaxed  atmosphere,  sometimes 
punctuated  with  music,  sometimes  just  the  hum  of  brainwaves  and  the 
swish  of  brushes.

TEXTILES 


This  year  the  textiles  group  moved  locations,  going  off  campus  to  Leola’s  Studio  in  Duncan. 
Being  at  the  studio  opened  more  space  for  the  students  to  work  and  more  opportunities  to  try 
new  things.  Leola’s  studio  is  complete  with  a  dye  kitchen  so  we  started  the  year  using  dyed 
wool  and  doing  a  wet  felting  project  which  was  something  new  for  everyone.  The  students 
spend  most  of  their  time  knitting;  they  began  their  knitting  this  year  with  simple  scarf  projects, 
and  have  now  moved  onto  more  advanced  projects  such  as  socks  and  mittens  and  exploring  dif¬ 
ferent  patterns  and  new  stitches  in  their  knitting.  Being  at  the  studio  allows  everyone  to  take  the 
time  to  explore  different  opportunities.  The  studio  is  fully  equipped  with  many  looms  on  which 
some  of  the  students  have  been  able  to  weave.  On  warmer  days  the  students  are  able  to  use  the 
dye  kitchen  to  dye  wool  or  fabric. 


The  after  school  woodwork  program  is  always  an 
ever-changing  and  interesting  place  to  hang  out. 

;  Students  busy  themselves  with  a  wide  representation 
of  projects;  everything  from  standard  boxes,  to  funky 
chest-of-drawers,  to  picture  frames,  to  homemade, 
hand-crafted  guitars.  Basically,  the  sky’s  the  limit. 

Yes,  we 
can!”  Woodwork  instructor  Brydon  Boyce  is  open 
to  everyone’s  project  ideas.

Fitness  conditioning  with  Damaris  is  challenging  and  effective.  The  classes  vary,  taught  to  music  to  help 
motivate  the  participants.  Classes  are  a  one  hour  workout,  with  students  striving  to  work  out  of  their 
comfort  zone,  pushing  themselves  to  the  max.  The  students  train  on  an  unstable  surface  to  activate  the 
core  as  much  as  possible.  Each  class  is  a  different  workout.  In  Boot  Camp,  (which  includes,  skipping, 
biking,  bosu,  swiss  ball,  hurdles,  fabric  ladders),  the  students  work  to  their  maximum  for  1  minute  15 
seconds  with  a  1 5  second  active  rest,  getting  to  the  next  station  as  quickly  as  possible.  Other  classes  may 
include  the  spin  bike,  spin  bike  bosu  combo  class,  bosu  swiss  ball  class.  During  the  third  term  there  is 
more  work  done  outdoors,  to  encourage  the  students  to  move  their  bodies  without  the  use  of  equipment 
and  to  breathe  in  the  great  outdoors.  Using  the  school  campus  as  our  gym  we  integrate  the  use  of  stairs, 
hills  and  sometimes  pack  10  pounds  of  extra  weight  to  make  it  more  challenging.  Once  the  students  have 
learned  the  correct  use  of  the  equipment  they  know  they  will  always  break  a  sweat! 


The  swimming  program  started  with  a  splash  this  year  as  twenty  intrepid  and  enthusiastic 
students  signed  up  for  this  activity  offered  at  the  Duncan  Aquatic  Centre.  A  number  of  our 
students  chose  to  also  challenge  the  Lifesaving  Certification  Program  offered  by  the  centre’s 
professional  instructors.

Graham  Anderson  was  a  wonderful 
Housemaster.  You  see,  the  other 
Housemasters  were  all  jocks;  inter¬ 
house  sports  didn’t  mean  anything  to 
them  because  they  were  so  involved  in 


There  are  those  whose  contribution  to 
Shawnigan  is  impossible  to  quantify;  who 
have  given  their  lives  to  making  Shawnigan 
what  it  is  today;  whose  presence  will  always 
be  felt  in  the  halls,  classrooms,  chapel,  and 
fields  of  play.  Graham  Anderson  is  such  an 
iconic  figure.  He  taught  until  the  day,  a  year 
and  a  half  ago,  when  a  stroke  slowed  him 
down  ("only  temporarily,  ”  he  still  insists). 

It  is  difficult  to  put  into  words  what  he  has 
meant  to  generations  of  students. 
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school  sports.  But  Graham  was  completely  enthusiastic.  We  were  the 
first  House  to  get  house  uniforms  for  basketball  and  rugby  and  so  on. 
If  you  were  the  captain  of  a  house  sport,  he’d  come  and  say,  “Look, 
we  want  good  teams.  I’m  going  to  get  some  shorts  for  you.”  He  really 
made  you  a  partner  in  the  whole  thing,  and  he  became  really  excited 
about  it  because  he  wasn’t  involved  in  any  school  sports.  We  didn’t 
win  everything,  but  we  certainly  did  well.  And  Graham  was  the  best 
supporter-by  far  the  most  enthusiastic  Housemaster  when  it  came  to 
sports. 

.  .  .  Looking  back,  Graham  was  just  like  a  good 
father-always  around.  I  started  Shawnigan  in  grade 
six  and  went  through  grade  twelve.  Next  to  my  own 
father,  Graham  was  the  most  influential  person  in 
my  life.  He  really  knew  me;  he  knew  all  my  short 
falls  and  everything.
